Hon. A. II. Hamilton was bom in 


this city, m 1831, when it was but 
little more than an Indian tiading 
post. His early education, until fitted 
for college, was under three most ex- 
cellent instructors, who will be remem- 
bered by many ot our older icsidents— 
Mr. MeJunkin, Mr. Greer and Rev. Mr. 
Dixon—all fine scholars. He then en- 
tered Wabash college, where he re- 
mained for four years, graduating 
when seventeen yeais of age in the 
class of 1855, receiving the degree of 
A. M. from the college in 1858. He 
then became a student of the university 
Goettangm, in Germany, remaining 
there for two years, when he returned 
and entered the law department of 
Harvard University, at Cambridge, 
Mass. 


lla.ntas -admiitadLto-tUe-bar in. this 


city,1 and 'continued tlfe practice of 
his profession until the death of his 
father, Allen Ilamilt,onl one of the 
most noted men In the history of this 
county, in I186t, when the charge of a 
large estate was thrown upon him, and 
he was obliged to devote his time ex- 
clusively to that for several years. His 
entiance into politics dates from 1860, 
when he was one of that enthusiastic 
band of young democrats who so ar- 
dently supported Stephen A. Douglas 
for president. 
There are many in 


Allen county who well remember Mr. 
Hamilton's prominent part :n that 
Ptieat political campaign, which imme- 
diately preceded the war of the lebeH- 
iou. lu 1874 he was nominated by the 
democratic party of this distuct for 
congress and elected, and two years 
afterwards, during the memorable Til- 
den-Hayes presidential contest, wa'j 
re-elected. When his second term was 
ended, he refused to be a candidate 
again. In congress he was a member 
of the committee on foieign affairs, 
and as such made the report on the 
celebrated "Venezuelan claims," which 
had so great an influence on Indi- 
ana politics. lie was also chairman of 
the committee on enrolled bills. His 
career in'congress was an able and 
distinguished one. Upon Mr. Hamil- 
ton's return home he devoted himself 
to his business affairs, in which he was 
engaged at the time of his death. 


Mr. Hamilton was a 32° .Scottish 


Kite Mason and also a Knight Tem- 
plar. 
He has been grand commander 


of the Knights Templar oi Indiana, 
and was at one time grand master of 
the blue lodge of the state. For the 
past few years he has lived a very re- 
tired life at his'liomo, cornei of Clinton 
and Lewis stieets. lie was a scholai 
of brilliant attainments and of late 
years has spent most of his time in his 
library. 
His collection of books is 


large and select. The collection on the 
subject of folk-loie is one of the best 
in the country. 


Mr. Hamilton was maided to the 


daughter of Cyrus Taber, of Logans- 
port, and besides his wife leaves three 
daughters and two sons: Miss Katha- 
rine, Miss Jennie and Miss Agnes, 
Allen, who is a student at Williams 
college and returned home last night, 
and Taber, who is a student at Yale. 
The other members of the immediate 
family are three sisters, Mrs. H. M. 
AVilHams, Mrs. Samuel Wagenhals and 
Miss Margaret V. Hamilton, who is 
now in Florence, Italy, and a brother, 
Montgomery Hamilton, all of this city. 


No arrangements huve yet been 


made for the funeral.

Tepper's 
annoyance of the girl did not cease, 
and the latter part of last week she 
went before a magistrate and swore out 
a warrant for his arrest. She had no 
money to pay for the warrant, how- 
ever, and Tepper continued to annoy 
her. Mies Herhold, who was a tailoress, 
ess, left her room at 8 o'clock this 
morning

home. On the way back Tepper met 
her at Seventh and Noble streets 
The couple talked earnestly for a few
